WASHINGTON, March 1.—The validity 


of the barbed-wirs-fencc patents held 
by the Washburne A Moen Manufac- 
turing Co., was affirmed by the su- 
preme court in a decision rendered by 
Justice Brown yesterday. Thej were 
involved in three cases appealed by the 
Washburne & Moon Co. from the North- 
ern Iowa circuit court "Two defences 
were made to the patents in the t-ial of 
the cases below,"said Justice Brown, "1, 
that it contained no new principle, other 
patents having le(t no subject for in- 
vention; and, 2, that it was not patenta- 
bl« for wunt of novelty, similar fenees 
having beou in use in Iowa long ago." 


The testimony on tne latter point, 


the court says, was open to suspicion, 
andiwhile it may have been true that 
something like the fence was used 
prior to the date of pitent, the in- 
ventor made a success but of what had 
been a failure hitherto. As to the 
merit of the invention, the courts say 
the field was narrow, thoy yet believe 
there was a point that was patentable, 
and this point he covered. Any doubt 
on the subject, the court say, they f«l» 
like rendering- in his favor, and they 
therefore sustained the validity of the 
patent.
